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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/19/06 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sun et al. ("Long - 
range order and short-range order study on CoCrPt/Ti films by synchrotron x-ray scattering and 
extended x-ray absorption fine structure spectroscopy 55 , J Appl Phys, Vol. 91, No. 10, May 2002, 
pp 7182-7184). 

Sun et al. disclose a magnetic recording medium having a glass substrate, a Ti film, and a 
Co7 4 Cri 6 Ptio film thereon. See p. 7182, last paragraph in the right column. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sun et al. ("Long - 
range order and short-range order study on CoCrPt/Ti films by synchrotron x-ray scattering and 
extended x-ray absorption fine structure spectroscopy", J Appl Phys, Vol. 91, No. 10, May 2002, 
pp 7182-7184) in view of Ishikawa et al. (US 5605733). 

Sun et al. teach all of the limitations of the claims as set forth above, except for the use of 
a Si3N 4 protective layer on the CoCrPt magnetic layer. 

Ishikawa et al. disclose the use of Si3N4 for use as a protective layer on top of a Co alloy 
magnetic layer (col. 22, lines 41-44). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
add a Si3N4 protective layer on top of the Co alloy magnetic layer taught by Sun et al. in order 
to protect the magnetic recording layer surface. 

6. The rejection of claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Okamoto 
et al. (US 5900323) in view of Chang et al. (US 5897783) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
amendments. 
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7. The rejection of claims 3-4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Okamoto 
et al. (US 5900323) in view of Chang et al. (US 5879783) and further in view of Ishikawa et al. 
(US 5605733) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Sun et al. fail to teach or suggest the claimed thickness of the Ti film of 1 100 Angstroms. 
Sun et al. teach that the range of Ti thicknesses for use therein is 3-70 nm. The reference fails to 
teach or suggest a motivation to increase the thickness of the Ti layer to a value of 1 100 
Angstroms (110 nm) as claimed. The prior art fails to suggest a motivation to increase the 
thickness of the Ti layer taught by Sun et al. to meet this limitation of the claims.
